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A Mystery.—We have been informed of the circumstances 
of one of the large failures in this State, which has been attri- 
buted to the pressure of the times. It is a manufacturer, who 
established a factory a f:w years since which cost twelve thou- 
sand dollars, and as it now appears, was a bankrupt at the time, 
and did not invest a single dollar of his own’ in the business. 
By deceiving an honest and worthy man, and representing that 
he had a capital of,ten thousand dollars which he would invest 
in the concern, he obtained from him five thousand dollars as 
special partner, which.is the whole capital he has had for erect 
ing the factory and. carrying on an extensive business. After 
strugzling under a load of debts for a few years, the company 
has failed, with the loss of thousands, aud perhaps hundreds of 
thousands, thrown on to the honest portion of the community. 
But the whole is not yet told. The immediate cause of the 
failure, was an old debt of ten or twelve thousand dollars, in 
favor of a brother-in-law, existing prior to the commencement 
of the factory ; and to satisfy this old debt, real or pretended, 
the whole property has been attached, leaving the honest part- 
ner andthe ereditors without a farthing. These are facts, 
which we obtained from a person weil acquainted with the 
w hole transactions. Stach is one of the honest failures for which 
the public sympathies are invoked, and the President desecrated 
as a cruel tyrant. How many of the failures which have oc- 
curred are similarto this? So extraordinary a failure, no doubt, 
must have beea oecasioned by the removal of the deposites.— 
Hartford Times.
